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Report of School Board, for 1889. 


Time in its never ceasing roll, again reminds us of our annual 
duty, as Members of the Board of Education, to the citizens of 
the town of Brookfield, in regard to the condition, and progress 
of our schools during the past year, which we herewith present. 
A number of circumstances have been favorable to our Educas 
tional interests the past year, which we are pleased to record. 
First a larger amount of funds than usual, has enabled us to 
prolong our schools beyond the average length, each of the three 
schools sustained, having received twenty-two weeks during the 
year. Another favorable circumstance has been the selection of 

Teachers well qualified, and interested in their work, and in all 

but two instances of previous experience in teaching, and a third 
fact well worth mentioning is the unusually pleasant weather 
that prevailed during the winter term, enabling the younger 
portion of our scholars, who comprise a large proportion of cur 
schools, to attend without interruption. 


And while taking into account whatever unfavorable circum- 
stances there may have existed, (and there are usually some) 
we think we can be justified in reporting to the citizens of this 
town as good results as could be expected from the means used. 


Six female and two male teachers have been employed ; Miss 
Abbie A. Whitton and Miss Myrtie Cotton of Wolfeboro’, Miss 
A. P. Smith and Miss Clara Hill of Wakefield, Miss Lizzie 
Cate and Miss Mary Colman of this town, and Mr. Irving John- 
son and Mr. Joseph Burrell of Newburyport Mass. and Quincy 
Mass., will long be remembered as the faithful corps of Teach- 
ers who labored for the Educational interests of the children of 
Brookfield N. H. in the year 1888,
